Th* Cynic's Corner 


There was good news Saturday for North 


America and all the free world—news that 
the Guatemalan rebels (revolting against 
Communism, the worst of all tyrannies) 
seemed to have the Hed government backed 
against a wall if not actually on the run. 


The situation is not of course as simple 


as it louks from this distance, but the 
underlying ir.^tive is plain enough. In the 
foreground is Col. Carlos Castillo Armas 
(referred to as Castillo, just as President 
Jacobo Arbenz Gutzman is known as Ar- 
benz) who first attacked the Red regime 
in 1950, five days before the election, and 
has been plotting for "the day" ever since. 
Thursday week was it, and history has been 
a-making since then—with a new phase, 
the United Nations, alerted and active. .The 
issue is still cloudy. 


Actually this war had been brewing since 


1S44, when a dictatorship backed oy feudal 
land holders was overthrown and a demo- 
cratic government set up. So intent on so- 
cial reform, and so-afraid of the army and 
the old order that it had thrown out, was 
the new government that it grasped at any 
and all support offered. The Reds were 
quick to see their chance and make use of 
it. It seems that like the revolutionists of 
Puerto Rico, the Guatemalan Communists 
arc few, but intensely dedicated, and un- 


like them, quite a bit more intelligent than 
the trouble makers of the U.S. protectorate. 
Mostly articulate dedicated young men, they 
have wormed into key positions in the gov- 
ernment, the labor movement and commu- 
nications. They took credit for every social 
advance achieved by the government, and 
made good use o£ the anti-U.S. nationalism 
that is rife in all Latin America. 


Arbenz knew what they were up to, but 


was naive enough to think (and say) that 
he was merely using the Communists and 
could get rid of them at will. Perhaps he 
could have, in the beginning, but not now. 


If the revolt succeeds, our State Depart- 


ment will be relieved of a heavy load. It's 
been a long time since such matters could 
be cured by sending a detachment of Ma- 
rines to the scene. The new ail-American 
system of consultation and joint action 
moves slower than do armies. Meanwhile 
Moscow is making hot propaganda out of 
the revolt.

Tea From the Bowls of China 


The affair at Geneva has virtually settled 


down to a tea-for-two party, the two being 
France's new Premier Mendes-France (an 
ancestor fleeing from persecution in Portu- 
gal added the name of his new country to 
his own) and Hed China's Chou en-Lai. 
The topic of conversation is a truce in Indo- 
China. Chou's presence is the first official 
acknowledgement of his country's status as 
a belligerent in that struggle. 


The French premier put himself in a 


curious bargaining position, to say the least, 
when he told the world that unless he gets 
a settlement within 30 days of his assump- 
tion of office, now 10 days past, he will 
resign. This is tantamount, as many an ob- 
server has said, to taking the position of a 
man with something to sell who has to sell 
it within a certain time. Whatever sale he 
succeeds in making is sure to be more than 
slightly disadvantageous. 


Mendes-France is obviously taking a big 


gamble—that the Communists will -grasp at 
the chance to make friends in the West 
through a display of .generosity. They could 
do worse, to be sure. Such strategy would 
persuade our Allies in Europe that we had 
been all wrong in our estimates of the Red 
Chinese regime, its intentions, and what 
must be done to counter these. 


The thing is, do Chou and "his colleagues 


realize this? 


It would take considerable time to dem- 


onstrate the effectiveness of such a policy, 
and perhaps nobody is willing to risk a long 


time enterprise in diplomacy. So far the 
Reds have most often displayed a low cun- 
ning, based on a poor opinion of human 
nature (reflecting their own qualities, no 
doubt) and may not be amenable to long- 
range planning in human relations on a 
national scale. If Peiping could only see it, 
here is a fine opportunity to promote Ihe 
popularity * of neutralists and appeasers all 
over Europe, and thus contribute to eventual 
Communist progress.

oven further. He told Chou that in any 
final conflict Britain would stand unre- 


servedly with the United States. He em- 
phasized that, after all of the disinterested 
and generous help which the United States 
has given to the Chinese over the last half- 
century, the Americans have very real 
grievances against Communist China. 
There are also reports of a revealing con- 


versation which Mr. Eden had with Mr. 
Molotov. Mr. Eden warned aioscow not to

"We had been cautioned against

ing anything about shipping arms to Nica- 
ragua," she yaid. "We were told that, any 
announcement of that would distress our 
friends in Nicaragua and in the other coun- 
tries down there.' Yet that is exactly what 
happened. Who is responsible for that an- 
nouncement?" 
"I would have to refer that question to 


the State Department," explained Stewart. 
•'I might point out that Nicaragua was eli- 
gible for military assistance and reports 
about the weapons shipment were based on 
that eligibility." 
"That isn't the point," declared Mrs. Bol- 
ton. "Our friefids in Central and South 
America were ready to take action against 
the flow of Communist weapons to Guate- 
mala. Then out of the clear blue, it's an- 
nounced the U.S. was rushing arms to Nica- 
ragua. Why couldn't that have been handled 
through normal channels so we didn't upset 
our friends?"

The committee has set Sept. 15 
as the deadline to raise $40,000 
for 
grants-in-aid 
and 
athletic 


scholarships at the university.

The above illustration shows 


a stage of my follow through 
for the short iron shot. The 
right leg is completely relaxed 
the arms and hands fully ex 
tended. The clubhead is pointed 
toward the objective. Whethe: 
one reaches that objective, how- 
ever, depends not only on the 
execution of the. shot but alsi 
one's judgment in selecting the 
right club for the job. 
In choosing any club to make 


a shot it is well to have an ide; 
of its relation to the distance 
confronting you. Of course, n> 
matter whether you are using 
woods or irons, no two player 
will necessarily 
use 
precisely 
the same club for prcisely th 
same distance. 
That's 
because 
there 
is 
i 
matter of personal ad.iustmcn 
which comes into play. The par 
ticular range of any club shouk 
be adapted to suit the strength 
of the player. Then, again, som 
players have a tendency to lof 
the ball more easily than others 
In which case they will use 
longer Iron to get the same dis 
tance as the player who dosen' 
get as much loft.

Most of Hallam Helped at Wreck

HALLAM — The Rocky Moun- 
ain Rocket, which had nightly 
oiled through this village with- 
ut stopping, blared past the 
irown and yellow depot as usual 
at 9:48 p.m. Friday. 
Five minutes later, it lay a 
wisted pretzel of steel 1% track 
miles north of Hallam. 
Within another five minutes, 
a good share of Halam's 170 citi- 
ens, including every available 


man, had been summoned to res- 
ue duty. 
To start with, the Rocket had 
-reated no more sensation in 
his village than on any other 
night. 
Roy Swoboda, the Rock Is- 
and's relief agent at Hallam, 
watched No. 8 pass at 9:48 and 
got on the wire to submit his 
usual "OS" (the passage of the 
rain) to the division headquar- 
ers dispatcher at Fairbury.

THE WIRE was "crackin' and 
poppin' "more than usual, but, 
ifter a brief mention of it, Swo- 
)oda 
passed it off. 
Dale Schmaizl, who operates 
he Hallam Grain Co. elevator 
at trackside, rushed in and an- 
nounced that "No. 8 is on fire. 
t's stopped." 
Swoboda couldn't use his tele- 
phone to notify the dispatcher, 
Because repairs had not been 
made on a cable cut during re- 
ent water line construction, so 
he got on the wire again. At 
,he instruction of the dispatcher 
he hurried up to the wreck 
scene and back, to report. 
Meanwhile, S c h r n a i z l had 
one up the street to the village 
elephone s w i t c h b o a r d , and

MRS. SENG pressed the fire

some from New York City, Chi- 
cago, Denver, Omaha and Lin- 
coln. 
Meanwhile, J. H. Wenz, Hal- 


lam undertaker, arrived first on 
the-scene with an ambulance 
and took the first stretcher case, 
one of the train crewmen, to a 
Lincoln hospital. 
Dr. J. J. Heqlngan, Hallam's 
only doctor, was also first on the 
spot. He went from one car to 
another, giving instructions as to 
how the most seriously injured 
should be moved by stretcher. 
E. S.. Seng, husband of the 
telephone operator, got together 
with other Hallam men to form 
a brigade line to pass, hand-to- 
land, the' injured persons down 
the slope from the tracks. 


OTHER HELP came shortly, 
with ambulances and volunteers 
arriving from Firth, Hickman, 
3rete, and later, Beatrice and 
Lincoln. 
To "help with the clean-up, a 
small section gang was sent up 
from Jansen. At 12:20 a.m., the 
first wrecker train pulled out of. 
the division yards at Fairbury. 
The wrecker train, composed 


of an engine, three cars, a boom 
car and wrecker, pulled into Hal- 
lam at 1:59 a.m. Later, another 
wrecker came down from Lin- 
coln to help in removing the 
scattered cars of the Rocket. 
The accident attracted 
hun- 
dreds 
of 
curious sight-seers, 
whose cars jammed the roads be- 
tween Lincoln and Hallam. Law 
enforcement 
officers 
at 
city, 
county and state levels were 
called out to control traffic and 
spectators. 


THE SAFETY PATROL, aided 
by volunteers, set up road blocks 
at nearly every entrance to the 
scene of the wreck, separating 
the sight-seers from 
persons 


actually working at the scene. 
Hordes of people stood around 
the wrecked train, at times ham- 
pering the passage of ambulances 
carrying the injured. The Patrol 
worked with Lincoln police and 
the Lancaster County Patrol in 
clearing the area. 
Lincoln police worked side by 
side with patrolmen at some of 
the roadblocks. 


Youngster Prays 
As Train Derailed

railment had suddenly jolted the 
sleeping or relaxed passengers 
into pain or confusion.

youngster's brief prayer were 
among the nearly 200 passengers 
taken to Park School in Lincoln 
to a w a i t transportation — or 
medical aid if necessary. 


Miss Anzul Johnson, 46, of 


Denver, was one of the three. 
Miss Johnson wss en route to Ft. 
Dodge, la., "where her home had 
been hit by flood waters.

I was just sitting there, get- 
ting ready to take a. little nap, 
when the car started rocking," 
she said. "People from the left 
hand side of the coach were 
thrown on top of me and I was 
pinned into the chair. The lights 
went out and I heard a child 
screaming." 


MISS JOHNSON was one of 
several passengers in Car 89 
who escaped injury. Another 
one, 
Mrs. George Goodridge of 
Newfane, N.Y., was later taken 
to a hospital, although it seemed 
at first that she had not been 
hurt. 
"It sounded like stones hitting 


the bottom of the car," Mrs. 
Goodridge said, recalling the de- 
railment. She was sitting in the 
women's lounge with two other 
passengers. All three were thrown 
to the floor and she was struck 
by a chair. 


Mrs. 
Goodridge climbed out 
through a window which had been 
smashed out to provide a way 
out for the passengers. A porter 
helped her out by letting her 
step onto his back, she said.

"Those two sergeants were 
real heroes," he said, "the way 
they worked to get everyone 
out." 


Conductor William Nielsen, 65, 
of Omaha, said that Coach Cars 
88 and 89 took the worst beating.
